It is ssiimle 
memo from iorn, saying tno t he had seen this brief report and including its 
text, it says that the FBI interviewed Ai ohlmonn, who said Jock Martin had phoned 
him with a tip on Ferrie, which triggered his own recollections of Ferrie because 
he had written a story about him as a reporter. I think it is possible to 
accomplish worthwhile t ainga with this little memo. 

During the campaign you indicated that you’ia litce bo com- up aere to 
rest and work after it ended. I think tais is as good an idea nov; as it was taan. 
If you could overcome your fear of airplanes, you could make tne trip in two 
easy hours rather than two long driving days. The best daytime flight up is a 
noontime Delta 830 flight, with a fine lunch on it.
